University Must 
Borrow to Pay 
Veterans Program 

• IN HIS INFORMAL talk before 
the Veterans Club In Lisner Audi- 
torium recently, Dr. Cloyd H. Mar- 
vin, University President, revealed 
that the Univerfity will have to 
borrow between one million and 
one and one half million dollars to 
finance the veterans' program. 

In a talk with Dr. Mitchell 
Dreese, Director of Veterans Edu- 
cation, it was learned that, of this 
amount, the Veterans Administra- 
tion will reimburse thf University** 
backing of book purchases and 
tuition. Overhead for maintaining 
the Veterans Center and all other 
serviced is paid for by the Uni- 
versity. The interest paid on the 
money borrowed is not returned 
to the University by tf»e Veteran* 
Administration. 

Speaking In more detail about 
the Veterans Center Itself, Dr. 
Dreese said there are eight full- 
time employees, with several stu- 
dents working part-time. The Cen- 
ter Is divided Into three sections 
—reception, requisition and regis- 
tration. On the third floor are th# 
offices of Veterans Administration 
advisors, at cost of that organiza- 
tion, while the main organization, 
under Dr. Dreese, is a part of tho 
University, supported by the school.

Dreese Believes 
High Registration 
Will Continue 

• DR! MITCHELL, p REESE, dtreo- 
tof of Veterans’ Education, an. 
nounced that 5,807 veterans have 
enrolled under the GI Bill and 211 
under the Public. Law 16, a total 
of 6,018 veteran registrations at the 
University. Out of this record en- 
rollment, the subsistence papers of 
all but 350 have been sent .to the 
Veterans’ Administration. 

?he veteran attendance has 
leaped upward out of all , propor- 
tions in the last year. Just 6ne year 
ago, in the 1945 fall term, only 420 
ex-servicemen were registered. 
Three months later, in the winter 
term, the figure jumped to 2,410. 
The 1946 summer session boasted 
a veteran enrollment of 2,515, as 
comnared with approximately 150 
In 1945. A 

Detailed breakdown of registra- 
tion will not be available for about 
a month, but it is known that 130 
veterans are in the School of Medi- 
cine. 

Fifteen thousand requisition 
forms had to be inspected and au- 
thorized, Dr. Dreese said. At Co- 
lumbian . House, eight lines were 
formed So that eight forms could 
be handled at one time. 

The large number-resulted when 
veterans had to submit more than 
one requisition form. The book 
stores necessarily had to keep the 
forms to substantiate their bills, to 
the University. 

When asked his opinion of the 
popular belief thaj the veteran en- 
rollment will take a drastic drop 
in a year or two, Dr. Dreese denied 
the probability, with the statement 
that discontinuance of education 
occurs more with the non-veterans 
than with the ex-servicemen. Ha 
added that there can be no com- 
parison between such a drop lft 
attendance *t colleges during 
*nd Worm War fl. 

■' There was no GI Bill in IMA only 
a rehabilitation law for the wound- 
ed. Ex-servicemen who had served 
but had escaped Injury were not 
entitled to subsistence while get- 
ting an education.

• RHODES Scholarship* elections 
throughout the country will be re- 
sumed this December, Dr. Richard 
N. Owens, secretary of the Phi 
Beta Kappa • chapter of the Uni- 
versity of Oxford in October 1947. 
Forty-eight scholarships will be 
awarded to the United States this 
year and a like amount next year 
Instead of the usual thirty-two 
scholarships. 

Because the elections have beep 
suspended since 1939, age require- 
ments);, have been relaxed. Previ- 
ously, winners had to be between 
19 and 25 years of age. Now can- 
didates may also include persons 
eligible to compete under prewar 
terms between 1939 and 1946. pro- 
vided they have had at least ,orys 
year of military or civilian -war 
service. Service candidates may 
be Detween the ages of 19 and 32. 

War candidates are absolved of 
the usual bar against marriage, 
•ftth a requirement of only one 
year of college or university train- 
ing, a drop from the usual require- 
ment of two years. 

Selections are based on the fol- 
lowing qualifications: literary and 
scholastic ability and attainments; 
qualities of manhood, truth, cou- 
rage. devotion to duty, sympathy, 
kindliness, unselfishness, and fel- 
lowship; exhibition of moral force

Council Forum 
Features Talks

a BEFORE AN Attractive audi- 
ence of aimpst one thousand at the 
Student Council sponsored politi- 
cal forum held In Lisner Audito- 
rium Monday night. Robert Na- 
than, chairman of the Washington 
chapter No. 1 of AVC, in his in- 
troduction on fall elections, re- 
marked that the ; toming elections 
are extremely important this year 
since they are the first to be held 
after the War, the first after the 
death of President Roosevelt, and 
the first in Which millions of vet- 
erans will be able to vote at home. 

Speaking over a WINX hookup, 
the four participants of the forum, 
Senator Owen ^.Jfrewster (Rep., 
Maine), Representative J; Percy 
Priest (Dem.. Tennessee), John 
O, Donnell, Washington Corre- 
spondent for New York Dally 
News. and Clark Foreman, . Secre- ^ 
tary. National Citizens Political ” 
Action Committee, expressed their 
opinions on the fall elections in 
the initial three^minute speeches. 
’’Senator Brewster stated that he 
did not want to study ancient his- 
tory and look far bark Into Ihe rec- 
ord of the Republican party. In 
looking forward, he said that he 
felt the Republican party would 
be able to make a more cohesive 
appearance, and present a more 
solid opinion on the affairs of thf 
nation UM* could the Democrats. 

Representative Priest preferred 
to look back upon the achleve r 
ments of the Democratic party dur- 
ing the last two wars apd the pe- 
riod following the depression. In 
reference to the present condition 
within the Democratic party, he 
stated that the party was big 
enough and great enough to take 
people of all opinions within its 
folds/ even though It was not nec T 
essarlly guided by the policies of 
th*se people. 

Mr. O’Donnell observed that al- 
though he had never voied Repub- 
lican in his life, he would do so in 
the coming; elections if he could. 
In regard to prophesies on the 
coming elections, he stated that the 
opinion of the majority of news- 
men polled in Washington is that 
the Republicans will gain a ma- 
jority of at least fifteen seats in 
the House, but that the Senate 
will remain Democratic. 

Mr. Foreman -asked that the 
voters study the records of the in- 
dividual candidate^ In their dis- 
trict, and that they vote for/the 
men with. liberal records, not for 
the parties as such. 

After the Initial speeches and 
the ensuing discussion among the 
participants of the forum, Univer- 
sity students took advantage of 
the opportunity to ask questions of 
the speakers.

The second y half of the game 
evolved inself Into a knock-down, 
drag-odt fight with the Rollins team 
Considerably out-played but always 
holding when the Colonials were 
ready to strike paydirt. 

Cavallo, Shullenbarger, and Buell 
continued to tear gaping holes In 
the Tars’ line and the few times 
that Rollins did threaten, Shullen- 
barger broke their hearts with 
long, booming kicks. 

Stahley was well-pleased with his 
men and was especially happy over 
the improvement the Colonials 
showed in their blocking assign- 
ments and tackling. Another note 
of happiness was struck in the hard 
running of all the (2.W. backs. 

Stahey is still not satisfied, how- 
ever. 

He is still anxious to see harder 
running and a little stlffer pass de- 
fense.

Which brings me to the topic of the day. One iJHfl 
thing that broke my heart at both Kings Point 
and Orlando, Fla., were the statements of numer- pra iS . 
ous people to the effect that they never heard of BHl fSt 
the University or that G.W. was the school where 
the students had less school spirit than any college 
in the country. “ ;v - 

To the flr& questioft, the answer was the kind of football the 
team played. New York and Orlando will never forget that the 
University is located in Washington, D. C., and" that they have a 
pretty good football team. 

But the second question left me without an answer. I simply 
hung my head and walked away. The only possible Answer to 
such a query is, “sad but true.” 

Two sterling examples of a student body which refuses to 
participate in University activities and events were the freshman 
assembly a few weeks ago and the pep rally held the day before 
the football team left to play its opening game agairist the Kings 
Point Merchant Marine Academy. 

The first event doesn’t belong in a sports column, but the 
second castastrophe certainly demands a white washing. 

The few scores of students who did attend the pep s rally were 
totally unable to do any cheering. Why, I don’t know. 

The most griping part of the incident, however, was the atti- 
tude of some students who were overheard to say that they were 
startled and horrified at Coach Skip Stahley’s “uncalled for out- 
burst.” 

Here I step right up and pat Skip "on the back. Students will 
learn, as I have, that this 38-year-old football veteran ia very 
frank and blunt, and will come out and say just what he means 

without mincing any words. 

^ Those students at the University who were hurt by his fraftk 
and truthful statements, and there were plenty of them, were 
more shamed than anything else. It’s the old saying that the 
“truth really hurts.” 

Stahley was probably more a victim of his eiftotion that fatal . 
Thursday afternoon than a clear thinker. For in talks with him, 
he is constantly at a loss for words as to how to explain this lack 
of spirit on the part of the University students. 

But as he said, the morale of the team and all the moral 
encouragement It needs will be built from the inside. Demonstra- 
tions such as the one he saw hurt the team more than it helped 
them. And on the basis of the two games the team has won, It 
seems that Stahley has succeeded In building up all the fight the 
team has from the inside. 

One player came over to^ me after the Kings Point game and 
said, “Well, we won in spite of the student body.” 

Any student at the University who doesn’t feel ashamed of 
hinVself for the lack of spirit shown towards the football team 
now, will certainly feel that way after watching them perform. 

It’s a rough, tough, fighting ball club, those guys out ^ the 
field, and they’ll prove it^Saturday. All they^want is for the stu- 
dents to come out and see for themselves.

• THE USE OP color as well 
art in modern hospital science ia 
fast becoming a reality these days. 
This will definitely be the case 
with the Interior design of the 
University’s new hospital now un- 
der construction at Washington 
Circle. Thus said Waldron Faulk- 
ner, Washington architect, and 
member of the firm of Faulkner, 
Kingsbury and Stenhouse, at a re- 
cent interview given him by Nan- 
cy Osgood of Radio Station WRC. 

Mr. Faulkner is largely responsi- 
ble for the design of the new hos- 
pital and stated to the radio audi- 
ence that the use of color is emerg- 
ing as a major factor in aiding the 
sick. Each room will have an 
original color scheme. “Colors,” 
said Designer Faulkner, "will in- 
fluence the emotions of the patient 
as well as the mental attitudes." 

There Is a definite tendency to 
drift away from the drab, almost, 
depressing "hospital white" found 
in most existing hospitals, said 
Faulkner. He pointed out that 
it has been proved that the staff 
efficiency is Increased and the 
morale of both the patients and 
the hospital staff is increased trem- 
endously.
